He was born 
under the Reign of Artaxerxes, Sirnam'd Long-hand, 
426 years: before Chriſt, and died aged- fourſeore 
years, inthe time when. Philip of Macedon made him-'/ 
{elf to be fear'd of all Greece: Alexander his Son-hav- ©* 
ing made himſelf maſter of 4fiz,” which his Succel- 
ſors divided among them ; one may reaſonably be-

themſelves with their-Empire, and their Cuſtoms,  _
